Those Purse Snatchers 


Nine cases of purse-snatching on Ed- 
monton streets have been reported to the 
city police in the past 18 days. 

We have been told that the police now 
have evidence which may lead to an early 
arrest of the culprit or culprits, 

We hope this is true because an 18- 
day epidemic of purse-snaiching, particu- 
larly at a time of year when women are 
wont to carry more money than usual in 
their handbags, is a little leas than toler- 
able, 

If the practice continues unchecked, it 
is very easy to visualize something not 
far from a minor panic among women who 
have to be abroad at night. 

The city is not getting adequate po- 
lice protection when it is unsafe for women 
to be on the streets, at any hour. 

Moreover, this purse-snatching busi- 
ness tends to multiply. 

Purse-snatching is the least skilled of 
crimes, It is the Kina of thing to which 
amateur thieves resort when they are be- 
ginning to graduate into the professional 
class, 


It requires no brains, no imagination 
and little courage to seize a handbag out 
of a frightened or startled woman's hand 
and run. 

All it requires is a stupid greed and a 
lack of mora! sense, 

Because it is the easiest and simplest of 
crimes, the successf] consummation of it 
over a period of time will encourage every 
near-crimina] wastrel in the city to take 
a shot at it sooner or later unless the 
offenders are dealt with promptly and 
adequately, 

Because purse-snatchers are usually 
stupid louts, it should require no great de- 
tective acumen to catch up with them, It 
shoul¢::’t need a Sherlock Holmes to ap- 
prehend a moron who grabs and runs. 

For that reason, and for the general 
protection of women, one would expect 
the police to have had a little more luck 
than they have had. 

The epidemic has got to be halted 
quickly. It is a straight challenge to the 
efficiency of the police department. 


Eisenhower, Symbol of Victory 


The 12 member nations of the Atlan- 
tic Alliance have appointed General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower to head an inter- 
national army to maintain peace in Eur- 
ope, 

, The appointment of General Hisen- 
hower has three primary advantages: 

1, The man himself ig an nee 
capable strategist and administrator, He 
may not be the greatest soldier alive be- 
cause many will argue that, in point of 
military genius, Canada’s Viscount Alex- 
ander is his superior. But Genera] Eisen- 
hower, definitely among the greatest liv- 
ing generals, has the confidence of al! top- 
flight commanders. His personal qualities 
are such that the most competent leaders 
respect and trust him, He has the faculty 
for securing maximum co-operation. 

2. General Eisenhower ig intimately 
acquainted with the political as well as the 
military situation in Durope. He should 
be able to handle a mosi difficult job with 
delicacy and tact. 


8. General Eisenhower, to millions of 
Europeans, is the living symbol of victory. 

This latter is provably the most vital 
of his qualifications for the high post he 
will now assume, 

There can be no doubt that the most 
imposing liability in European defence is 
the depression and apprehension of Euro- 
peans who, having spiritually and physi- 
cally suffered under Nazi domination, re- 
gard the Communist threat with a hope- 
less fear, 

Many of them feel they are destined 
to the same degradation and privation 
under Russian imperialism as they experi- 
enced under German totalitarianism, 

They will acquire new hope under the 
present arrangement, 

For, as Eisenhower’s armies brought 
them deliverance from the Germans, Eisen- 
hower's armies will bring them security 
from the Russians. 

Tactically the appointment -is sound. 
Psychologically it is even more so. 


An Eminently Fair Settlement 


The arbitration order in the railway 
Wage dispute, now handed down by Mr. 
Justice R. L. Kellock, appears to be emi- 
nently fair in most particulars and should 
commend the practice of handing labor 
disputes over to judicial specialists 

The workers, in the first place, get an 
additional three cents an hour which 
brings their total increase to seve! cents 
ean hour. 

They get the 40-hour week with unre- 
duced pay from the beginning of next 
June, 

Thus, while the actual hourly increase 
is not considerable at present, the reduc- 
tion of the working week by eight hours 
at the same weekly ‘pay, does involve a 
reasonable sum and should help to relieve 
some of their economic difficulties. 


There is no reason that we can see why 
every dispute between management and 
labor, once it has run the course of ordi- 
nary negotiation, should not be referred 
automatically to the courts for gettle- 
ment, 

If judicial orders are regarded as suf- 
ficiently authoritative to settle the finan- 
cial disputes among individuals and busi- 
ness firms and even io define the 
jurisdictions and rights of governments, 
surely they are sufficiently authoritative 
and sound to govern the relations between 
Management and labor, 

This case of judicial] arbitration, al- 
though Mr, Justice Kellock did sit as an 
agent of the government rather than as 
judge, should establish a useful prece- 

ent. 


If It’s Good, Let’s Get It 


The new fire evacuator, tested at the 
civic block a day or so ago, has the ep- 
proval of Fire Chief W. H, Ferguson. 

The evacuator, consisting of an 85- 
foot canvas chute, is capable of saving 
lives and could be very useful in any insti- 
tutional] fire, the chief declares. 

It is raised with an extension ladder 
and persons trapped in a burning building 
simply slide down to safety.

The original one was the At- 
lantic Pact and its movement to- 
wards iniegrated Western de- 
fence, The second, the far more 
dynamic one, was Korea, 

Korea picked up the relatively 
slow movement towards Western 
military unity and wrned it into 
a whirlwind of activity. Korea 
giso made demands of iis own 
that touched all three Canadian 
armed forces and changed them. 
The whole tempo and vision .at 
defence headquarters and its 
subordinate commands and for- 
mations was revolutionized, 

Korea was the key that chang- 
ed it, A cabinet that could see 
no alternative authorized the 
transformation, 

Recruiting was intensified, 


o 


From a leisurely pace that had 
brought 47,000 men into the three 
forces, it was gingered up to put 
the total beyond 62,000 at year’s 
end, The manpower ceiling ahead 
was 69,000 but cabinet indicated 
that was purely academic, that 
the drive was on and would stay 
on until crisis cooled, 


Production Up 
On All Fronts 


New units were formed, The 
pace of production for new 
fighter planes, new warships was 
sharply moved ahead. A new 
government agency was formed 
to handle the tremendous con- 
struction job that lay ahead to 
build the barracks, the schools, 
the homes to handle the influx, 
to build the radar stations, the 
hangars, the laboratories for de- 
fence, 

The air force enlarged runway 
after runway, formed a third 
regular fighter squadron and pre- 
pared to make 1951 the year that 
will see its airpower really being 
to show, The navy started un- 
packing its mothball fleet and 
building towards «# two-ocean 
fleet of some consequence. 

The army, by year’s end, had 
virtually a division of combat 
troops in uniform, far beyond 
Ottawa's wildest dreams even in 
early June 

The nucleus theory, the 
theory that Canada's forces 
should be small and compact and 
primarily an instructional cadre 
for mobi!ization, had largely van- 
ished, In its stead wes the new 
extra-territoria! vision, backed by 
forces growing into significant 
ize. 

The army, because of Korea, 
had an 11,000-man specia! force, 


ready for Korea or elsewhere. 


As 1950 was ending, one of its 
battalions was enroute to Korea, 
the other 10,000 men were in 
training at Fort Lewis, Wash. 

Nobody could tell what 1951 
would bring but the betting in 
Ottawa was that if the force 
didn't go to Korea it would go 
to Western Europe or some other 
overseas front to back Canada’s 
Atlantic Pact or United Nations 
obligations. 

For Canada became in 1950 the 
first U.N. country to form such 


# force specially to back its in- 
ternational obligations. 


Navy Active 
In Far East 


For home defence, the army 
trained its airborne brigade, a 
5,000-man force specially trained 
for Arctic warfare, Big in its 
activities was the early-winter 
joint Canadian-American Arctic 
exercise Sweetbriar. 

The navy, at year’s end, had 
three destroyers off Korea, an- 
other three just home from a pro- 
longed European cruise. It, too, 
was preparing to serve and was 
serving Canada at home and 
abroad. High in ite thinking was 
the mid-year appearance .of one 
or more Russian submarines off 
the east coast. 

The RCAF, its dominance at 
headquarters slightly ruffled by 
Korea, sent @ transport squadron 
into the Korean airlift and pre- 
pared for a more important con- 
tribution to democracy's defence 
—<lispatch of fighter squadrons 
to Europe starting early in 1951. 
It also was laying the ground- 
work of its coastal and enti-sub- 
Marine operations.

Discrimination? 

Editor, Bulletin—Really, Mr. 
Editor, your editorials about Al- 
berta's proposed Professions’ 
licencing legislation are very 
perplexing. 

Take the one of current date 
(Dec, 4th), written under the title 
‘Political Discrimination’ 

Is it, I ask, written in a spirit 
of disguished sarcasm or are you 
just trying to be funny? 

You say: “No one suggests that 
the present government of this 
province would use this legisla- 
tion as a political weapon,” 

But you add: “Not even the 
present Premier can guarantee 
that this province will always 
have his government.” 

God forbid. 

Then you say: “We don't ex- 
pect such things as poltical dis- 
crimination to happen under the 
present government of Alberta.” 

You are I believe a compar- 
atively recent arrival in Alberta 
but if you will turn back to the 
editorials of your predecessor 
who sat in your chair in 1935, 
and after, and to the news items 
in the copies of that time, you 
will learn how Social Credit in 
Alberta laid its foundations in the 
cruel and corrupt soil of patron- 
age. 

Wor have lis first plans been 
changed during the years that it 
has held power. It is undoubted- 
ly the most politically soiled ad- 
ministration in the British Em- 
pire, It is also I believe the only 
administration in the democratic 
world hostile to the principle of

The wo- 
men involved are exploited on all 
sides. Racketeers, vice lords, and 
procurers take their cut fom 
whatever the women get. Vhis 
leads to corruption in public of-

fice and all the other faults of a

There are many who say that 
nothing can be done about it, that 
it has always existed and always 
will. This is the counsel of de- 
spair, Where would the world be 
today if all evils had been al- 
lowed to flourish without check 
or hindrance?

It doesn't work out 
well, Disease inspection isn't good 
for long and a “certificate” of 
freedom from disease is hardly 
worth the paper on which it ap- 
pears, 

From all angles prostitution is 
@ blot on civilization, It debauches 
youth and causes illness and mis- 
ery. It enriches the worst ele- 
ments of society. It should be 
fought everywhere because of the 
evils that it brings,

It makes one 
wonder just 
what is “appeasement? 

I delved into the origin of this 
word and found that it was thous- 
ands of years old. 

In fact, a slippery and slick 
business man named Jacob was 
originator of the process—and 
in his day it worked like a 
charm, 

You can find the whole story 
in Genesis, the first book of the 
Bible, 


“It tells how Jacob cheats his 
brother Esau out of his “birth- 
right"—that is, the biggest share 
in the family property, It tells 
how Jacob goes away and be- 
comes like a multi-millionaire of 
his day. It tells how, after many 
years, he is to meet Esau again, 
and is afraid that his brother will 
kill him.

To 30s 

In the 1990's, it was the eon- 
servatives and aristocrats, as a 
class, who condoned or even 
abetted the sell-out of Ethiopia, 
Austria, Spain and, above all, 
Czechoslovakia, It wag labor and 
the progressives and internation- 
ally-minded liberals who provid- 
ed the increasing moral opposi- 
tion to the appeasement process. 
That is what made the magnifi- 
cent stand of Mr. Churchill and 
Anthony Eden so vital. These 
latter were the first exceptions 
of their class to team wp with the 
left-wingers against the shabby 
process of throwing weaker neigh- 
bors to the wolves. 

One can see in the recent 
world situation pretty well the 
reverse of the late ‘30's. 

The most fervent “appeasers” 
of aggrssive Fascism became in 
10 years the most violent anti- 
appeasers of aggressive Commun- 
ism, 

Most of us who were first and 
foremost in the movement to 
stop Fascist aggression have been 
the most reluctant and laggard 
to apply the same principle to 
Communist aggression, 


Singapore Britons View

Britons in Singapore Crown 
Colony are looking at develop- 
ments in Indo-China with fur- 
rowed brows, 

The reason is simple: they re- 
gard Indo-China as the “first line 
of defence” of rubber and tin rich 
Malaya—and they're worried 
about French military setbacks. 

Top-level British officials and 
the commanders of the Far 
Eastern land and air force find 
the news of Communist Viet- 
minh success in Indo-China dis- 
quieting, to say the least. If 
Vietminh troops succeea in cut- 
ting deep into Indo-China and 
threaten Thailand, Malaya would 
be in for a hot time. 

Every Vietminh success is re- 
garded now as giving Communist 
terrorists in Malaya fresh ‘hope 
and British military and govern- 
ment sources make no secret of 
the fact that they consider the 
Indo-China situation “very dan- 
gerous.” 


Can French 
Hold Reds? 


They wonder whether French 
forces can hold a strong line 
along the Red river in Indo-China 
and halt the advances.
